REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Inhabitants of the town of Moultonborough : 


Herewith is respectfully submitted the annual report of the Board 
of Education of the town, for the year ending February 15, 1897. 

The schools were assigned for visitation as follows: Nos. 1, 2, 4, 
and 5, to Edgar 8. Goss for spring term; Nos. 6, 9, 10, 12, and 
13 to G. A. McLucas for spring term, and reversed for the fall and 
winter terms. _ 

Every school, without exception, has enjoyed a good degree of 
prosperity. Your board have intended to conscientiously discharge 
the duties devolving upon them, according to the school law. Some 
member of the board has visited each school twice during each term. 

The parents of the pupils do not take sufficient interest in the 
welfare and progress of their children while under the teacher’s su- 
pervision. Complaints come to our notice in regard to this or that 
teacher, when the only real source of information is found to be 
some scholar who has been properly subjected to discipline. The 
parents should visit the schools frequently to acquaint themselves 
with the teacher’s work, and ascertain what progress, if any, their 
children are making in their studies. This will also enable them to 
judge wisely and give their hearty co-operation, which will insure 
good discipline and work in our schools. 

Six who have taught during the past year have been experienced 
teachers. The other three teachers, although having had no pre- 
vious experience, fully demonstrated their ability for this kind of 
work. Our teachers, as arule, have the respect and confidence of 
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the scholars and their parents. Their methods are well chosen, and 
such as are sure to produce good results in the JBieU, dat growth 
and development. of their pupils. 

During the year the sum of $221.50 was expended for repairs of 
schoolhouse in district No. 1. These improvements are quite 
modern, making the room one of which the district may well be 
proud. There was also expended $42.80 for repairs of other school 
buildings. The schoolhouses are all in good condition with one 
exception, viz., the building in No. 4, or Goss district, so called. 
If schools are to be continued here, repairs must be made at once, 
and for that purpose your committee would recommend that $175 
be raised and appropriated. 

The literary fund received from the state has fallen from $309 
to $119, a loss of nearly $200. To make good this loss the town 
should raise $1,250 for school purposes, and we recommend that 
sum for the ensuing year.
